Decorators'  Show  House 


The  1972  Show  House  is  the  Burton  Craige  house,  at  134  Cascade 
Avenue.  It  is  in  the  Southern  part  of  town,  once  the  location  of 
Winston-Salem's  finest  homes,  and  not  far  from  the  community  of  Old 
Salem. 

Built  approximately  100  years  ago,  the  original  frame  house  with 
wood  siding  is  unusual  in  that  the  studding  with  which  the  walls  were 
framed  were  filled  with  brick.  The  old  bricks  are  left  visible  on  the 
staiiAvay  walls  going  to  the  basement. 

Major  alterations  were  made  in  1929  by  a  leading  local  architect, 
Luther  Lashmit,  with  additions  to  the  back  and  side.  The  interior  is 
beautifully  finished  with  hand-carved  moulding  and  delicate  fittings 
and  has  been  fully  decorated  by  interior  designers  from  throughout 
the  area. 

Beautiful  grounds  surrounding  the  house  contain  formal  gardens 
and  a  swimming  pool.  The  original  landscaping  was  done  by  Thomas 
W.  Sears  of  Philadelphia  who  also  landscaped  Reynolda  and  Graylyn 
in  Winston-Salem.  Mr.  Sears  designed  the  boxwood  garden  and  the 
serpentine  wall.  This  wall  may  have  been  the  first  of  its  type  built 
since  Thomas  Jefferson  designed  the  original.
